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Town discusses fireworks ban

Those that choose to shoot fireworks 
inside Didsbury town limits could soon be 
met with a hefty fine. 

Council has seen first reading on bylaw 
2007-06, which outlines a number of finan¬ 
cial penalties that would result in being 
caught in possession or selling fireworks, 
firecrackers, fire balls or squibs. 

Fines will depend on the number of 
offences and whether they are found 
possessing, using or selling. 

The most expensive of the fines is selling 
the materials, which at first offence would 
be $250, second offence at $500, and third 
offence at $1,000. 

First offence for possession will result in 
a $50 fine, second offence is a $100, and 
third offence is $200. 

Use of the outlawed materials will be met 


with a $100 fine for first offence, $200 fine 
for second offence, and $400 fine for third 
offence. 

Wittal says the bylaw came out of discus¬ 
sion over safety concents. 

“It’s meant to restrict firing off fireworks 
on private property in town,” he said, citing 
misuse including potential for property 
damage as a fireworks issue the town is 
also attempting to curb with the new bylaw. 

A controversial portion of the bylaw, is 
the presently undetermined restrictions on 
sale of fireworks. 

Wittal says council may look at including 
a stipulation that would base the sale of 
fireworks on council approval. 

Presently, there are provincial regula¬ 
tions on firework sales demanding the 
proprietor collect contact information and 
details on the consumer’s intentions prior 
to purchase. 

Wittal says council involvement would be 


a way to make sure those regulations are 
being followed. 

“If it is a regulation that they need to be 
following and we’re just ensuring that they 
are following the regulations properly and 
the only way we can do that is (controlling) 
the ability to sell or not sell it, I guess that’s 
needed in our community,” he said. 

Wittal says there has been discussion 
with concerned establishments regarding 
the new controls. 

Mary VanDyck, co-owner of Didsbuty 
Home Hardware, says she Ls disappointed, 
but can see both sides of the argument. 

“I just think it’s too bad that some people 
may have abused the opportunity of using 
them,” she said. 

The bylaw was initially proposed by 
Didsbury RCMP Cst. Robert Newton. 

Newton has said, one of the reasons he 
felt the bylaw was important is to decrease 
the number of unnecessary emergency 


responses in town. 

On many occasions, fireworks, due to the 
similar sound, are reported to police as 
shots fired. 

RUMP respond to that particular call, in 
patrol cars with lights flashing and at a high 
rate of speed, resulting in placing the RUMP 
member and members of public at a degree 
of risk. 

Another bylaw proposed by Newton that 
has received first reading Ls one that would 
ban the discharge of any projectile device, 
which requires air pressure, spring power, 
or other mechanical aperture to discharge. 
Proposed fines on projectile discharge 
devices range between the most exjrensive 
penalty at $1,600 which is third offence for 
discharge at a person or animal, to $50 for 
first offence caught discharging a device 
without living target. 

Presently, a similar bylaw is being used in 
the Town of Carstairs.

School division prepares for old high school demolition

Chinook’s Edge School Division has issued a letter 
of intent to local company Columbia Rail Contractors 
for the purpose of looking after the demolition of the 
old Didsbury High School. 

A date for the demolition is presently undetermined, 
but school division director of facilities Roy Clark 
expects the process to take place in early January. 

“In some sense, it’s probably not a bad time to do 
that. It’s in the wintertime, and probably most people’s 
windows are closed,” he said. 

The school division will be busy completing a num¬ 
ber of necessary steps prior to the demolition. 

Last week, a contractor removed an antenna from 
the school, which in the past was used as a wireless 
system for internet connections between the schools. 

Unfixed furnishing and assets that are considered 
valuable to other schools in the division have been 
removed from the building. 

Also removed from the school are assets that are 
considered valuable from the maintenance perspec¬ 
tive, he said. 

“Things like emergency lighting, a fire alarm system, 
the telephone system, and lockers (will be re-used),”

he said. 

But the new home for other items will be subject to 
a bidding process, said Clark. 

...1 have sent out a list to local non-profit groups, 
that the Town of Didsbury have provided, and we have 
offered them the opportunity to come into the school 
where a bid would be made." 

The non-profit groups reviewed and placed bids on 
items Dec. 17. 

In a similar process, the school division will open the 
school’s doors to members of the public interested in 
making bids on leftover items on Wednesday. 

The final phase necessary before the contractor 
begins demolition, is the removal of asbestos in one of 


the school’s boiler rooms. 

Clark says Columbia Rail is required to fill the hole 
left from the demolition and when the spring comes, 
topsoil and grass seed will be applied. 

Uprights will remain on the land, as Roy encourages 
area youth to continue to use the space as a football 
field. 

The school division and town are engaged in ongoing 
talks regarding sale of the land. 

“The town has a lot of control in terms of the type of 
development they would allow on that property,” said 
Roy, mentioning the influence of zoning bylaws. 

“We’re working with the town, and part of the discus¬ 
sion is appropriate use.”

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Cougar spotted near 
Didsbury 

Authorities make precautionary warning to 
neighbours

Didsbury RCMP and the Town of 
Didsbury Peace Officer Derek Sutherland 
investigated the complaint of a cougar 
found in the backyard of a Didsbury area 
residence Dec. 8. 

The initial complaint came from a 
woman living in Westforks that saw the 
cougar in her backyard. 

Sutherland and members of the RCMP 
saw the paw prints and determined that 
they appeared to belong to a cougar, 

Investigators then contacted Alberta 
Fish and Wildlife to report the finding. 

“It's fairly common to see a cougar,” said 
Sutherland. 

“When it becomes troublesome is when 
the sightings are reoccurring." 

Sutherland says cougars are naturally 
skittish and don’t like to be around 
humans. 

At press time, police are only aware of 


the one sighting. 

In the case of a second sighting, 
Sutherland says Fish and Wildlife would 
respond. 

Sutherland and police attended neigh¬ 
bouring residences advising them to keep 
their children and dogs indoors for the 
time being. 

“It turned out that they didn’t have too 
much to worry about, because the cougar 
was just passing though," said Sutherland. 

“It's better to be safe than sorry with 
those things.” 

While it is undetermined what initially 
attracted the cougar to the area, RCMP put 
down a deer after it was injured during a 
collision with a vehicle two days earlier. 

“1 don’t know if that cougar was interest¬ 
ed in that deer, it seemed to me that they 
were always a bit more interested in the 
fresh stuff," said Sutherland, a former park 
ranger for three years. 

“They're pretty good hunters too.”

Child care consultations 
worth participation

Residents should make the most of a new oppor¬ 
tunity to have input into the future of childcare in 
the province. 

The Alberta government announced last week 
that it will conduct further public consultation on 
proposed standards governing provincially 
licenced day cares, out-of-school care, and nursery 
school programs. 

"The development of child care standards is a 
partnership between government, parents and the 
child care community," said Minister of Children’s 
Services Janis Tarchuk. "Our common goal is regu¬ 
lations that support quality, affordable and accessi¬ 
ble child care programs. We will continue to work 
with Albertans as we move forward." 

The new Child Care Licensing Regulations will 
be finalized when the Child Care Ucensing Act is 
proclaimed, likely next year. 

• The new regulations will set out first air train¬ 
ing and criminal record check requirements for 
staff, administrators and volunteers in licensed 
child care programs. In order to remain certified, 
all staff working in licenced children care pro¬ 
grams would be required to submit a criminal 
record check every three years. 

• They will also include minimum required staff- 
child rat ions and maximum group sizes for out-of¬ 
school care programs. 

• As well, the regulations will require that meals 
and snacks follow a Health Canada approved 
guide, and should be provided at appropriate times 
and in sufficient quantities to meet the needs of 
each child. 

• Day cares will also be required to have a mini¬ 
mum of three square metres per child in net floor 
space. 

• And they will require daycares to have "stimu¬ 
lating, developmentally appropriate toys and play 
equipment foster creativity and physical activity, 
and help children develop social, language and cog¬ 
nitive skills." 

Meaningful input into the formulation of the 
standards by which children are cared for in the 
province is vital to the well-being of t he province’s 
most vulnerable citizens. 

And when the Issues at stake include the nutri¬ 
tional needs, safety and living conditions of chil¬ 
dren, including infants, stakeholders should take 
the time to do their part . 

The consultation document and quest ionnaire is 
available on line at www.child.alberta.ca/childcare 
or by phoning 1-866-741-K1DS (5437). 

More than 1,500 people participating in the earli¬ 
er first phase of consultat ion on the proposed stan¬ 
dards. Hopefully similar numbers will be involved 
in this new round of input. 

Minister Tarchuk says t he province is conunitted 
to working with all Albertans on the formulation of 
the new standards. Hopefully in the end the gov¬ 
ernment will act on the recommendations provid¬ 
ed and will put the interests of young people and 
their families first. 

If all part it's work together on the new consulta¬ 
tion process, Albertans of all ages will benefit 
today and down the road.

Notification of internet child exploitation needed 


Honourable Ron Stevens QC, 
Deputy Premier, Minister of Justice 
and Attorney General 

As the Deputy Premier and 
Minister of Justice and Attorney 
General, 1 take great pride in the 
work the Alberta government does to 
provide safe communities and help 
Albertans to er\joy a strong quality of 
life. My mandate to provide safe and 
secure communities includes recom¬ 
mending critical amendments to 
Canada’s Criminal Code that will help 
to protect Albertans, including our 
children. 

One amendment we are aggres¬ 
sively pursuing right now pertains to 
the sexual exploitation of children on 
the Internet. It may surprise you to 
know that under our current laws, 
Internet Service Providers (ISP) are 
not legally required to report web¬ 
sites depicting child exploitation. We 
rely on these 480 companies, to vol¬ 
untarily report what they find. While 
we are grateful for the providers that 
currently participate, most do not. In 
fact, under Canadian law, none of 
these companies are obliged to do 
anything at all. 

This is why Alberta is urging the 
federal government to change the 
law. We want to make it mandatory 
for internet service providers to noti¬ 
fy police when they become aware of 
suspected child sexual exploitation. 
This law is in place in several other 
countries and has proven successfid. 
It works because Internet providers 
have unique access to information 
the police need to find offenders, and 
rescue the children who face these 
horrifying acts. As well, they are 
often the point of first contact for 
customers who encounter this dis¬ 
turbing material. 

If you are like most Albertans, the 
tme severity of this crime is hard to 
fathom. You might be inclined to 
think it is not happening in Alberta, 
or at least not in your own backyards. 
I also believe most Albertans doubt 


they have a voice that matters, and 
that they can help change this law in 
Ottawa. On all three counts, I ask you 
to please think again. 

Child sexual exploitation on the 
internet is very severe and only get¬ 
ting worse. In 2004, 1,250 reports of 
child sexual exploitation were 
reported to Cybertip.ca, Canada’s 
online reporting tip service. The 
number projected for this year is 
8,500. The ages of the children and 
the crimes against them have also 
become more appalling. Today, most 
children are under age nine and many 
are under three years of age. The 
crimes have also now evolved to 
include live Internet feeds, where 
participants request actions and chil¬ 
dren are then abused, raped or tor¬ 
tured, often by someone they know 
and trust. In the process of the 
crimes they endure, our children’s 
innocence, and often their futures, 
are stolen. Sadly, this crime does hap¬ 
pen in Alberta and could be occur¬ 
ring on your block, even as you read 
this article. In fact, this month alone 
there are 115 child exploitation 
charges before the courts in Alberta. 

I would like to assure you Alberta 
is doing good work around this issue. 
We have five crown prosecutors ded¬ 
icated to this crime and work exten¬ 
sively with justice and police services 
throughout Canada and the world. 
However, there is more work to be 
done, and requiring internet service 
providers to report is an important 
change we need to make soon. This is 
where I hope Albertans will help, by 
letting Ottawa know this is important 
to you. 

To help prove your voice matters, 1 
will recount a recent case in 
Edmonton. This example involves an 
Alberta mother who spoke up and 
subsequently was heard - around the 
world, in an earth shattering case of 
child sexual exploitation. 

In May of 2006, a woman was at a 
field hockey game with her children 


when a little boy told her something 
very troubling. She wrestled with 
herself and summoned the courage 
to tell Alberta Children’s Services 
what she heard. The result of her call 
was staggering. It launched an inves¬ 
tigation that revealed horrific sexual 
crimes against children, including the 
boy, his sister, and even their young 
friends. What the investigators found 
is too disturbing to mention in this 
column, suffice it to say they discov¬ 
ered depictions of vile, disturbing, 
and heinous acts. 

The call this Albertan made, led to 
the arrests of over 100 people world¬ 
wide and saved over 50 children, 
including four in Alberta. Is this lady 
a heroine? In my mind, yes, because 
what she did took risk and courage, 
and what she did saved lives. What I 
want you to see is you can also make 
a difference. Please take a moment 
and write or phone your MP. Tell 
them Alberta simply will not rest 
until we have mandatory reporting of 
child exploitation by internet service 
providers. 

The law we propose is complex 
and I cannot promise it will be a sil¬ 
ver bullet that will fix everything, but 
it will help. It will shine a light in the 
comers, where pedophiles hide, w ait¬ 
ing to lure and abuse their next vic¬ 
tims. And it will help keep the light 
on for the children still waiting to be 
saved. It will give them hope that we 
will find them, and take them away 
from the horrors of the monstrous, 
shadowy world of child exploitation.

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Goodbye Old High School

Soon the old high school building will 
be demolished and recently I had the 
chance to pay one last visit before it’s 
gone. Entering was like seeing an old 
friend who is very sick. Dust lay every¬ 
where, wires hung down from the ceiling, 
and various fittings and furniture not 
wanted in the new school stood around 
in disarray. A good number of lockers 
had been pried out of their places and 
shipped to other schools in the division. 
The hallways looked like a mouth with 
most of its teeth missing. 

With the heating turned off it 
was a cold and ruined place, but for me 
many memories came flooding back as I 
walked around. The gym was in dark¬ 
ness. The lights didn’t seem to be work¬ 
ing but this desolate space used to be the 
liveliest place in the school. Constantly 
in use for I’hys. Ed. and sports tourna¬ 
ments it was also our venue for assem¬ 
blies with speakers, musicians, awards 
presentations, Remembrance Day cere¬ 
monies, school dances, and graduations. 

Memory tends to latch on to the 


more unusual events and down in the 
biology lab. 1 thought of the collection of 
animals Mr. Klinger had and the panic 
when one of his snakes escaped into the 
floor ductwork. It was only thanks to an 
ingenious trap made of plastic tubing by 
Devon Richards that we recaptured it. 
The mealworms that were used to feed 
some of these animals also managed to 
leave the lab and find their way into the 
nearby lockers, much to the annoyance 
of our caretakers and the disgust of some 
grade eleven girls who found them in 
their lunches. 

Down the hallway and around to 
the May City section where the one real 
and serious fire did occur. Like most 
schools we had regular fire drills so 
when the actual thing happened it was 
rather difficult to convince everyone this 
time that there was now a special 
urgency to leave. 1 can still picture the 
scene when I opened the empty class¬ 
room door and saw flames climbing the 
far wall and engulfing the curtains. We 
managed to extinguish the blaze, but 
were chided by the fire department over 
the danger of even tangling with it. 

Beyond those windows lay the 


library garden, made as a special project 
by the grade sevens in 1983 to turn an 
unsightly wasteland into a beautiful wel¬ 
coming space. They wheeled countless 
barrow loads of topsoil, moved bridge 
timbers into place for retaining walls, 
spread gravel for pathways, and brought 
plants from home (with or without par¬ 
ents’ consent). Now nature has 
reclaimed its own. One of the trees that 
grew to be as tall as the two storied wall 
beside it has toppled forward at a drunk¬ 
en angle, probably the victim of a strong 
wind, and around it the untended plants 
tangle together in wild profusion. 

I can’t leave without one last 
look at the office. It was my base for 
fourteen years and the place to report 
any crisis or problem. Injuries all came 
here for attention and one in particular 
stands out. A boy had been going down 
the stairs with his hand on the railing. 
This railing (now in the Didsbury 
Museum) was Douglas fir, a poor choice 
since a large sliver had detached and 
gone into his hand. 1 thought at first it 
was a joke because he seemed quite calm 
and nonchalant when his friend brought 
him to the office and suggested 1 should 


take a look at it. What I saw was a 
wickedly sharp piece of wood (hat had 
entered his palm between the thumb and 
first finger and was protruding out the 
back of his hand. We went straight to the 
hospital. 

These are just a few of the many 
memories triggered by the visit. There 
are so many you could write a T.V. series 
around them. I’m feeling rather sad as I 
leave the school for the last time but 
there are the blue spruce on the east side 
that we planted years ago. One of the 
caretakers bet me that they wouldn’t last 
‘till Christmas, but here they are years 
later, tall and strong. 

One thing is clear, this building without 
people, without light, warmth, movement 
and noise, is not a school. The school is 
elsewhere, but these walls fostered sev¬ 
eral generations of students who now 
stand tall and strong as useful contribut¬ 
ing members of society with children of 
their own. It served us well. 

May you all have a restful and reward¬ 
ing Christmas.

It seems that 
municipal politicians and 
agencies always put the 
interests of the current citi¬ 
zens second to that of 
developers. 

I lived through this in 
Calgary for 15 years and 
the trend is now getting 
more obvious in the small¬ 
er communities as well. 1 
attended “town hall” meet¬ 
ings in Calgary more than 
once to fight the plans of 
developers and luckily we 
had development plans 
altered, but only after a 
large showing of opposi¬ 
tion. 

By the time public meet¬ 
ings are held, and often 
only if legally required, 
many development plans 
are already in place. I 
recently experienced this 
again after attending one of 
the fall meetings held to 
discuss the town and coun¬ 
ty joint annexation plan. 
Some of the plan was mod¬ 
ified to suit individual or 
group requests but did any 
citizens ever have input to 
the plan as a whole? Many 
people attending the meet¬ 
ings had no knowledge of 
the plan. 

Alberta’s hot economy 
makes the situation much 
worse because developers 
are coming from all over 
the country to grab a piece 
of the action here. Town 
and county officials look at 
potential financial benefits 
to their respective organi- 
zations only and usually 
never at the implications 
on the individual citizens. 

Speak up or your lifestyle 
will change dramatically 
before you know it, ;utd it 
won’t necessarily In* for the 
I letter.

Mayor plans Didsbury’s Miki Town return 

Council to cover costs

Didsbury Town council agreed to cover the cost of a trip 
that will send Mayor Brian Wittal to Miki Town Japan. 

Wittal, at costs not to exceed $2,.'130 will join municipal 
clerk Luana Smith, who is taking 12 Didsbury students to 
Miki Town mid other areas of Japan in April of 2008. 

The Council of Miki Town has donated $500 to help 
cover the expenses of the 12 students April 6 to 20. 

Wittal will be conducting business in Miki Town for five 
days, but will pay his own way mid he continues on the 
trip, which will include Tokyo and Kyoto Japan as a chap¬ 
eron for the local youth. 

Following the 2007 municipal election, Wittal received a 
letter invitation from Mayor Ishihara, encouraging 
Didsbury’s return. 

Former mayor Dorothy Moore visited Miki Town last 
year, a trip that was paid for by the Japanese town. 

“They’ve been very good to work with,” said Wittal. 
“This time we felt we should go back mid reciprocate in- 
kind, and we felt that we could afford to cover the cost of 


(light and hotel for the days that 1 will be in Miki Town." 

While in Miki Town, Wittal will meet with the town’s 
mayor, chamber of commerce and a number of its busi¬ 
ness people. 

He says he will be touring some of the town’s key busi¬ 
ness mid industrial facilities to learn about their business 
base mid economy. 

“From mi international perspective, it’s very important 
and gives us exposure to what’s happening in other coun¬ 
tries and other cultures,” he said. 

“It’s hard to say whether anything from an economic 
benefit may derive out of that, whether you may ever find 
some business that may be interested in what’s happening 
over here, in Canada, in Alberta. This would now be a 
connection that you can work on.” 

Wittal said, if nothing else, the trip should provide valu¬ 
able international exposure for Didsbury. 

Students from Miki Town will be returning to Didsbury 
in March 2008. 

This will mark the five-year anniversary of the first 
occasion Miki Town students visited Didsbury in the 
Maple Leaf Programme Exchange.

1 
was reminded that Advent meant being with 
friends and family. It was a time of celebra¬ 
tion. 

I was also reminded of Christmas carols, 
incense, Advent candles, decorations ;uid 
communion. Remembering these is like 
wrapping oneself in a warm familiar com¬ 
forter. 

Then as I reflect more on that time gone by 
I am reminded that not everyone can shim- 
good memories of the approaching ('hristmas 
time. I am reminded that for many people in 
our community and this world, Christmas 
does not bring good memories. Poverty, injus¬ 
tice, war, inequality, estrangement, grief, bro¬ 
kenness and loneliness rob both individuals 
and family of possibilities and hope. The 
future may not seem very promising. AlLshiir’s 
Simms words in the movie 'A Christmas 
Carol’, “Bali humbug.” ring quite true for 
many people. 

For many individuals Christmas day is just 
another work day. And Christmas is lucrative. 
Businesses hope for record salt's. It Is an 
important commercial time for many people 
in retail business. The media market blos¬ 
soms during Advent. We search for the per¬ 
fect gift for loved ones and seem quite willing 
to go into debt to please them. 

That seems like the down side of Advent / 
Christmas for surely there must lx* more than 
the commercial side of this season. And as I 
continue to set up my Nativity set, I am 
brought to the reality that them Is far mom to 
this season than some would have as believe. 
I am reminded tliat the perfect gift has come 
and will come again. I am reminded as I 
unpack the balx 1 in a manger, .It'sus from the 
Nativity set, that God has given us the perfect 
gift. It is Jesus the Christ. Unfortunately, we 
all too often miss Jesus because of the traps 


begins long ago. 

It begins with the prophet Isaiah’s words in, 
the Hebrew writings, which foretell the prom¬ 
ise of a gift to humanity from God. The 
prophet writes of someone who will judge 
Ix'tween nations, will settle disputes and 
bring peace. 1 Ie s|x‘aks of a time when nation 
will not rise against nation and a time when 
we will not have to train for war anymore. He 
speaks of a time when, “The virgin will be 
with child and will give birth to a son and will 
call him Immanuel." Isaiah 7:14 Immanuel, 
(hxl Is with us, Is a promise that accompanies 
this gift of (axis, Jesus the ('hrist, the balx* 
lx>m in a stable. The celebration of his birth 
reminds as of the ho|>e of Advent that God is 
always with believers. It is not a promise that 
life will lx* easy but it is the promise that no 
matter what may happen there is someone 
who is always there for the believer. 

Later Lsaiah in the prophet tells as that, “A 
people walking in darkness have seen a great 
light; on those living in the land of the shadow 
of death a light Iras dawned.” Isaiah 9:2 Later, 
in the Gospel of John, the writer tells us of 
Jesus, who is the author of life and the light 
for humanity. 

It seems only fitting that at the darkest time 
of our winter season, a light came into the 
world. He comes relatively unnoticed save for 
a few people at the time of his birth who were 
told of the event. Yet in his quiet arrival, he 
brought and continues to bring with him, 
hope, salvation and the gift of life to those 
who are searching for spiritual life, healing 
and hope. He comes for those who iuxxl to lx* 
cleansed from sin and want to lx'gin their life 
anew. He comes for those who are searching 
for a friend who will never abandon them. 

From our church family to you and yours, 
we hope for you God’s blessing in this Advent 
/ Christmas season and the future. We hope 
tliat you liave opportunity to discover or 
rediscover the Nativity. We hope for you that 
the babe, Jesus, becomes real for you and is 
with you as Saviour and friend to light your 
world and give you warmth.

Didsbury goaltending solid in losing cause

A young stable is beginning to show its inexperience. 

After two losses last week, the Mountain View Colts, 
remain in the Lakes Division cellar. 

Their opening match was against the top team in the 
division and the second highest ranked club in the 
Heritage Junior B Hockey League, the Stettler 
Lightning Friday night. 

Stettler, a team blessed with a collection of skilled 
shooters took the game 5-2. 

The first period didn’t start well, with team General 
Manager Bill Turville calling it the worst period the 
Colts have played all season.

While the two teams left the second period tied at a 
pair of goals apiece, Didsbury outplayed their opposi¬ 
tion, winning the shot count 11-7. 

But it was the third period where Stettler's weapons 
took over, scoring the final three goals of the game. 

The events in their contest versus the Red Deer 
Vipers had a much different feel. 

In the standings, the Colts have been looking up at 
the Vipers for weeks, and with a win would have come 


within three points of their central Alherta rivals. 

With 32 seconds left in regulation, Red Deer’s Kiel 
Dunne bested Colts goalie Jason Arnason for the win¬ 
ner. 

“It was a heartbreaker,” said Turville. 

“Probably the best game we have played.” 

Red Deer won the game 4-3, and outshot the Colts 4(>- 

20 . 

Once again, rock-solid goaltending was vital for 
Didsbury. 

“He played extremely well,” Turville said describing 
Arnason. 

“He gave us a chance to win, and that’s all you can 
ask for from your goaltender.” 

For the second game in a row, the 
Colts drew first blood, with crafty Ryan 
Miller tallying on the powerplay. 

The Colts entered the third period 
looking solid with a 2-1 lead, following a 
marker by Kodie Wickham. 

The Colts’ go-ahead goal was regis¬ 
tered by scorching rookie Luke Tannas, 
getting his ninth goal and 17th point on 
the season. 

Workhouse veteran defenseman Matt 
Richardson, recently returned from 
Junior A, picked up three assists over 
the weekend and Turville believes his 
return automatically improves their 

blueline. 

Next on the Colts' calendar is a road game against 
the Airdrie Thunder this Friday.
